GENEVA, Sept. 7.—The atmos- 
phere of uncertainty which marked 
the opening of the Eighth Assembly 
of the League of Nations has already 
shifted to one of intrigue and cabals, 
which may serve to chronicle ‘the 
present session as the turning point 
in the history of this organization of 
sovereign States. 

The League today may be described 
as resembling almost any European 
Parliament. The delegates of the 
great powers may be compared to 
Ministers occupying: the benches of 
the Government ‘while the ‘smal] 
State members represent the’ Parlia- 
mentary body. The prevalent feeling 
is similar to that which often charac- 
terizes such a gathering at ‘the mo- 
ment the Government is about to be 
turned out. 

Here, of course, it is impossible for 
the leaders to be ousted, but that 


does not lessen the present lack of 


confidence bordering on displeasure 
in whatever they say or do. The 
leaders also, as often ig the case in 
Governments, are divided in opinion 
and suspicious er, all of 
which at least e effect of 
heightening interest, especially in the 
mystery—as in the present case—con- 
cerning what new leader may emerge 
or what old one survive. 


Big Three Hard Pressed. 


The big three—Sir Austen Cham- 
berlain, M. Briand and Dr. Strese- 
mann—all entered the Hall of the 
Reformation, two mornings ago, 
pious exponents of a wait-and-see 
policy, hopeful nothing disturbing 
would occur until each had more 
time to prepare.

6,000 TRUCKMEN QUIT, 
TYING UP Fr UP FREIGHT 


Employers Admit Walkout Is 
90% Effective and Move to 
Replace the Men Today. 


UNION SENDS OUT PICKETS 


Says Twenty Companies Have 
Agreed to the Demands, but 
Refuses to Give Names. 


On: the first day of the truck 
drivers’ strike, which called out be- 


tween ‘6,000 and 7,000 men, the Mer- 
chant Truckmen’s Bureau of New 
York described the walkout last 
night:as 90 per cent. effective. The 
bureau made plans to resist with 
strike-breakers under. police guard 
and sought the cooperation of the 
mercantile and other business inter- 


ests of the city. The employers hope: 


to get. their trucks moving’ today 
with new drivers. 

Officers of Local 807 announced at 
their headquarters, 73 Varick Street, 
that twenty employers had settled 
with the union upon the union’s 
terms, but refused to give the names 
of the companies. .The union sent 
out buses filled with pickets to tour 
the city. One bus patrclled West 
Street with striking drivers in their 


working clothes, and it bore a 
streamer reading, ‘‘United States 
Trucking: Corporation on Strike.’’ 

The strikers ‘said that many citi- 
zens sympathetic with them had of- 
fered to lend their ‘motor cars for 
strike picketing. They announced 
that pickets in motor cars: would, be 
out in greater-force- today: 


Police Guard Business Houses. 


Except for the bus loads of pickets 
West Street and other centres of 
trucking congestion showed little 


change. as a_ result of the strike. 
Trucking companies and business 
houses largely dependent upon. union 
trucking wére guarded by. policemen 
as they made plans to employ strike- 
breakers. 

Reports from shipping agencies to 
the Truckmen’s Bureau were that 
the movemént of freight was. only 
10 per cent. normal, his was due 
in part to the fact that wry em- 
ployers had no warning of the immi- 
nence of a strike and even after 
their men had failed’ to man their 
trucks had no explanation of the 
cause of the trouble. 

That was true particularly of busi- 
ness houses which had no connection 
with the bureau and which were 
ignorant of the fact: that the bureau, 
representing approximately 75 per 
‘cent. of the trucking uipment of 
the city, and the International Broth- 
erhood of Teamsters and .Chauffeurs, 
Locals 282 and 807, were negotiating 
for a new agreement to replace that 
which expired on Sept. 1. The driv- 
ers. demand $45 instead of, $49 a week 
and an eight-hour day instead of nine 
hours. 


Many Received No Notice. 


Many employers who were paying 
the union scale had received no 
notice of the demands of the drivers, 
so that: when the drivers walked out 
the employers,were unprepared and 
their truc were idle most: of the 
day. Inability.to get raw materials 
and other shipments crippled many 
business houses.

be told about what we have ‘learned 
until possibly tomorrow morning,’”” 
- He would not. say at first whether 
he had received the information from 
Eugenio Fernandez, a Cuban, who 
was ‘arrested in connection with the 
bombing but was held only as a ma- 
terial witness, or from. an outside 
source; byt later, on a sudden ‘visit 
to the Brooklyn City Prison, where 
all the men are locked -up,, he .indi- 
cated he had received the informa- 
tion from an’ outside source.

That gives the test: hope that 
the plane may still be afloat, even 
though rescue ships were not able 
to locate her. Ten \minutes: would 
have been ample time’ for the pilots 
to open the dump valve and empty 
the huge gasoline tank and then 
shut the valve again. The tank 
shoult provide ‘sufficient buoyancy 
to keep the plane afloat for some 
time, even with the battering it 
would receive in what the rescue 
ships described as a rough sea.

PUTS HOPE IN' RADIO KITE. 


Engineer Who Installed Set in Old 
Glory. Tells of Rescue Chance. 
Hope for the rescue of Old Glory’s 
crew, Bertaud, Hill and Payne, rest- 
ed last night in the emergency radio 
transmitter and the ability of a kite 


'to hold. aloft the slender aerial wire 


from which the call for help might 
be sent out over the Atlantic, accord- 
ing to R. L. Morehouse, radio engi- 
neer of the A. D. Cardwell Com- 
pany, who installed the broadcasting | t 
equipment on the plane. 

Upon his.return to New York from 
Old . Orchard, Me., yesterday Mr. 
Morehouse said: 


“T am, afraid if the plane went 
down suddenly that they had no time 
to get out the kite which was sup- 
posed to hold aloft the emergency 
aerial wire. The kite is cumbersome 
and might be difficult to get free of 
the plane in a hurry. The emergency 
set, however, is just a small box and 
could be handied quickly in the 
event they abandoned the machine 
for the rubber life raft. But if they 
got into the life raft without the kite, 
there would be no support for the 
aerial. 

‘“‘The wire is on a reel attached to 
the emergency transmitter case, so 
the set in itself, is complete except 
for the means of support. The 
water, of course, would serve as oo 
excellent und contact, but without 
the aerial I am fearful that they 
could not send far. 

“The range of the emergency out- 
fit is at the maximum about fif 
miles. However, one can never. tell 
what the men might rig up to hold 
up the antenna when it is a case of 
life or death. If they could get out 
ten feet of wire it would js robably 
radiate a signal into space. There is 
a bare chance that the ‘transmitter 
would function without an antenna. 
The case of the emergency set is 
waterproof; in fact, the circuit would 
work submerged ‘in water, so there 
is no danger that water on the set 
put it out of commission. 

‘The small transmitter is a spark 
set, built to radiate a broad wave 
on 600 meters. That means. that it 
would create considerable interfer- 
ence around the 600-meter channel. 
That is what would be most desired 
in case of distress. A broad wave 
is more easily picked up by receiv- 
ers. If the wave is sharp, only the 
operators exactly in tune with 600 
meters would hear it, but if it is 
broad, a set slightly out of tune with 
the S O S wave would be likely to 
pick it up. The power is supplied by 
mi batteries connected in series par- 

el.

Considering the distarice and the 
time in flight, Dr. Kimball figured 
the plane had averaged roughly be 
miles. an;jhour. Taking as true the 
assertion that the traveling speed of 
the plane was one hundred miles an 
hour, Dr. Kimball said his calcula- 
tion would show that the: plane had 
enjoyed while in the air a fifteen- 
mile an hour wind advantage.

MacIntosh Makes Two Trials. 


DUBLIN, Sept. 7 (4).—After two 
trial “‘ghkts today, Captain Robert H. 
MacIntosh and Cantain Anthony 
Wreford decided not to start their 
transatlantic venture today, but said 
that they hoped to hop off tomorrow 
if weather conditions change. The 
aviators were in the air about thirty 


minutes. The flight showed, they 
said, that the engines were function- 
ing perfectly, but they encountered 
strong opposin? winds from the west. 
The wind was responsible for the de- 





erate westerly winds prevailing 
across the Atlantic. The stars were 
shining at the time and it looked 
favorable to an immediate take-off. 

Captain Hinchliffe awakened Mr. 
Levine and together they motored to 
Cranwell Airdrome, where the plane 
has been held in readiness for the 
flight, stopping en route at the air- 
drome meteorological office. 

Meanwhile, however, another re- 

ort was received which showed 
hat the prevailing westerly winds 
had almost doubled in velocity with- 
in a few hours. At the same time 
the sky became overcast, mist de- 
scended over the a tg an 
hour later it was pouring rain. 

Mr. Levine and Captain Hinchliffe 
remained closeted for two hours 
with Captain W. H. Pick, head of 
the meteorological bureau of the 
airdrome. Captain Pick said his 
opinion was that there was small 
chance of favorable weather this late 
in the season. a 

“At this time of the year,” he said, 
“depressions follow each other across 
the Atlantic at close intervals. It is 
almost impossible to find a period of 
thirty-six hours when the wind ve- 
locities are under twenty miles an 
hour. It is rarely that we ever get 
easterly winds, and any plane mak- 
ing the flight to America would be 
compelled to buck winds which 
might reach forty miles an hour or 
more. 

“Moreover, the fog areas around 
Newfoundland are very thick at. this 
time of year and seldom clear suffi- 
ciently to permit even the faintest 
visibility.”’

The Dirigible Soars Aloft Again 
After Retarn From Cruise 
Over Pennsylvania.

LAKEHURST, N. J., Sept. 7.—The 
United States dirigible Los Angeles, 
which returned from a training flight 
up and down the coast at 6:55 to- 
night, was put into its hangar at 
8:30 P. M. Commander Charles E. 
Rosendahl, skipper of the craft, had 
on board nine student officers when 
the vessel left its mooring mast at 
11 o’clock this morning after it had 
returned from an all-night voyage as 
far west as Harrisburg, Pa, 

On the day’s second flight the Los 
Angeles was seen over Atlantic City 
and Cape May. A crew of forty-five 


men was on board besides the stu- 
dent officers. 

The flight to Harrisburg. which be- 
gan last night, was made to test the 
water recovery system recently in- 
stalled and also to study speed and 
deceleration. In these the motors 
were speeded up to their full power 
and suddenly checked. Tests were 
made to determine what progress 
was possible for the ship against ad- 
verse winds. Data were sought also 
for use in the construction of a new 
navy dirigible with a capacity of 

,000,000 cubic feet. On board were 
three experts, Professor C. P. Bur- 
gess, engineer of the Naval Bureau 
of Aeronautics; Dr. W. Klemperer of 
the Goodyear Zeppelin Com y and 
S. J. de nce of the National Ad- 
visory Committee for Aeronautics. 
The tests were declared successful 
by Commander Rosendahl. 

The vessel returned from its cruise 
at 3 o’clock this morning but loitered 
about in the air near the Lakehurst 
field until close to 7 o’clock, when 
its ground crew helped to moor it 
to the mast.

Australia Limits Sea Flights.

MELBOURNE, Sept. 7.—The Com- 
monwealth Government decided to- 
day to take immediate action to pre- 
vent attempts at long oversea flights 
in unsuitable machines, as a result 
of the disasters attending long dis- 
tance attempts on the other side of 
the world. 

No aircraft except seaplanes, fly- 
ing boats and amphibians will in fu- 
ture be permitted to be used in 
flights over a longer distance than 
fifty miles from coast to coast. 

Prime Minister Bruce, in making 
this announcement, said: 

“The efforts of the Minist to 
encourage civil aviation ‘would 
largely neutralized: if By ong opinion 
is unfavorably affected by tragedies 
caused through the use of unsuit- 
able machines for long oversea 
flights.”’ 

He believed that pilots and own- 
ers would. respect the new regula- 
tion as in the best interests of avia- 
tion. If not, more drastic action 
would be taken. 

The Ministry is anxious that the 
first flight between Australia and 
New Zealand should be accomplished 
oF an Australian pilot, the Prime 

inister said, and all possible as- 
sistance would be rendered to an 
one attempting the flight in an ef- 
ficient seagoing machine. 


Guggenheim Opposes Stunt Flying. 


Stunt flights and the men who back 
them financially for the sake of the 
resulting publicity should not be 
countenanced, Harry Guggenheim, 
President of the Daniel Guggenheim 
Fund for the Promotion of Aero- 
nautics, told The Associated Press 
yesterday. 

“By. stunt flights,’’ he..said, ‘‘I 
Mean any flight that does nothing 


for the advancement of aviation. A 
flight that merely accomplishes pre- 
cisely what another flight had al- 
ready done, with the same or inferior 
equipment, is a stunt flight. Lind- 
bergh was not stunt flying because 
he was blazing a new trail. But 
some of those who followed him were 
stunt flying, and aviation would be 
at least as well off if they had. never. 
flown.”’ 

Mr. Guggenheim ‘said he did not 
believe that all prize offers should 
be banned, but ought rather be given 
for the development of better equip- 
ment than for spectacular achieve- 
ment in existing planes. 

Although he felt that some rigid 
check should. be placed. on stunt 
flights and their backers, he did not 
believe that legislation or even offi- 
cial regulation afforded the means of 
entirely preventing accidents in the 
future. 

‘The Federal Government,’’ he 
said, ‘‘should have greater authority 
than it now has, to be exercised 
through the Department of Com- 
merce, to see that every airplane is 
licensed. This would in a measure 
prevent some accidents from spec- 
tacular flights. 

“The way that ftiture stunts will 
be stopped is by -the public itself,’’ 
he said. ‘It is the only way that 
progress will not be oneee For 
we must not forget that the spec- 
tacular of today is often the com- 
monplace of tomorrow.”’’ 

The public has claimed aviation for 
its own, he said. has been, learn- 
ing about it this Summer as never 
before, and now it knows enough so 
that it feels it should take a hand

Salvation Army Seeks Funds to 
| Provide Cheap Hotels in Capitals.

PARIS, Sept. 7.—Unless immediate 

steps are taken to provide them some 


sort of decent shelter during the 
coming Winter, hundreds of home- 
less: men and women now living a 
tragedy of human despair in some of 
the capitals of Europe will be driven 
to desperation, in many cases suicide, 
according to Salvation Army officers 
who have just completed a survey of 
conditions in Rome, Berlin, Vienna, 
Budapest, Prague and Riga. 

To meet this problem the Salvation 
Army has begun: an effort to obtain 
$250,000 with which to_ establish 
cheap hotels similar to three now 
conducted in Paris. Special appeals 
are made to Americans regardless of 
racial ties or religion, for American 
donations have been a generous part 
of the Paris work which is proving 
so successful. 

Many unfortunate persons whom 
the Salvation Army desires to heip 
in the six capitals mentioned are 
men and women of education and 
former social position who, due to 
reverses brought about by the World 
War, have sunk lower and lower in 
the social scale until little hope is 
left. Lieut. Col. A. S..Hamilton, who 
directs the three French hotels and 
who is in charge of the work of ob- 
taining the necessary additional 
funds, said the problem is one of the 
most heartrending which has come 
to his attention during the long years 
of his services in the Salvation Army 
in Europe. 

‘*These sad victims appeal to the 
instincts of our common humanity 
and not least so because the evil 
is largely remediable,”’ he added. 
‘The vation mining is confident 
that the money will be forthcoming 
and is going ahead with the selection 
of suitable buildings.’’

RIET IS OVER GREAT BRITAIN 


Proposal for Commission to: Inves- 
tigate England’s Attitude Toward 
Jewish Colony Caused Clash. 


BASLE, Switzerland, Sept. 7 (Jew- 
ish Telegraphic Agency).—A rift in 
the Political Committee of the fif- 
teenth Zionist Congress, in session 
here, resulted yesterday in the res- 
ignation . of: Dr. Stephén Wise of 
New; York from the Chairmanship of 
the committee; and his hasty depar- 
ture from’ Basle to return .to the 
United States. This rift had a direct 
bearing on the relations between the 


Great Britain, as the mandatory 
power for Palestine. 

Leaders of the American delega- 
tion and Dr. Chaim Weizmann, Pres- 
ident of the World Zionist Organiza- 
tion, ‘today were endeavoring to per- 
suade Dr. Wise to return to Basle to 
continue his work in the congress, 
declaring that the rift was based on 
a misunderstanding. 

The controversy developed at yes- 
terday’s session of the Political Com- 
mittee at which the majority of the 
committee members criticized sharp- 
ly the licy of the Zionist execu- 
tive and the attitude of Great Brit- 
ain toward its obligation under. the 
Palestine mandate to facilitate the 
creation.of a Jewish national home 
in Palestine. 

Following the discussion, Abraham 
Tulin, an American, introduced a 
resolution, calling for. the appoint- 
ment in London of. a special com- 
mittee to consider the relations be- 
tween the mandatory power and the 
Zionist organization and to direct 
an inquiry into the attitude of the 
Palestine Government toward the 
Jewish national home idea. 

The committee, under the leader- 
ship of Dr. Wise, was to be author- 
ized to negotiate with the British 
Colonial Office and with the Pales- 
tine Government.

Upon this declaration Dr. Wise 
angrily declared that he resigned 
from Chairmanship of the Political 
Committee and from the American 
delegation. He immediately left for 
Paris. 

The American delegates declared 
that Mr. Cowen was not authorized 
by the American delegation or by 
Mr. Lipsky to make his statement. 
A_ resolution to this effect was 
adopted and telegraphed to Dr. Wise, 
requesting his immediate return or, 
failing this, to issue a statement of 
cooperation with the American dele- 
gation. So far, no word has been 
received from Dr. Wise.

Three Dead at Evansville.

Reports on Farm Situation. 


James S. Milloy, Executive Secre- 
tary of the Greater North Dakota 
Association of Fargo, N. D., today 
called at the executive office to tell 
the President of the situation in the 
farm States he has visited. He found 
the farmers contented, not disposed 
to press for any particular farm re- 
lief legislation and going forward 
with diversification in farming as the 
best way to solve their present ‘ills. ~ 

Mr. Milloy has made a number of 
trips through North and South Da- 
kota and has talked with farmers in 
both of these States. His observa- 
tions are based not only on his con- 
tact with the farmers. but result 
from information furnished him by 
the 7,000 members of his association. 
After leaving the executive offices 
Mr. Milloy said: ; : 
“North Dakota is rapidly complet- 

















ing the thrashing of its grain crop. 


The indications are that if prices do 
not continue downward North Da- 
kota’s 1927 crop will be the greatest 
money crop in the history of the 
State. The indicated value of this 
year’s crop is more than $400,000,000, 
of which approximately $125,000,000 
will be from wheat. 

“I believe the total production of 
wheat this year will be around 115,- 
000,000 bushels, as compared with 
84,000,000 last year. Value of this 
year’s crop is one-third greater than 
last year’s. Value per farm produc- 
tion this year is more than $5,000 
Good returns are general over the 
entire State. Diversification is now 
general. 

‘‘Local land sales are reported from 
all sections of the State with the 
first of an influx of new settlers 
from higher priced land area. I ex- 
pect this influx to gain real momen- 
tum in the next twelve months. The 
Federal Land Bank of St. Paul re- 
ported last month more land sales 
in North Dakota than anywhere else 
in the Northwest. ; 


General Business Improves. 


“All lines of business report in- 
creased activities. The Northern 
Dakota Trust Company of Far- 
go, in its monthly review for Sep- 
tember said: ‘General liquidation of 
old debts is being reported from all 
sections of the State. Wholesale 
food dealers report heavy increase in 
sales to retail stores, and anticipate 


new high records for volume of busi- | i 


ness during the remaining months of 
1927 and first half of 1928: Sales of 
farm machinery this Fall are heavy, 
particularly binders and threshing 
machines.’ 

, “Politics is not discussed in our 
State except when some investigator 
visits it. Business men and farm- 


ers are busy and long since have 
given up keen interest in State and 
national politics. North Dakota had 
a fling at politics a few years ago 
and the fancy has worn out. Visitors 
declare there is less discussion of 
politics in North Dakota than any- 
where else in the farm belt. There 
is no organized effort to arouse 
farmers over McNary-Haugen bill 
and in the absence of such effort I 
hear little about it. President Cool- 
idge carried North Dakota in 1924 
both in primaries and general elec- 
tions. here was some _ surprise 
when he issued a statement he did 
not choose to run again, for it was 
a believed he would a can- 
idate. 

“Since his announcement I hear 
Lowden mentioned, also Hoover.

Two bank presidents, trustees of 
the estate of George W. Murray, a 
wealthy Orange County banker, were 
enjoined from selling stock in their 
own banks from the estate they rep- 
resent yesterday.

The charter is the third of its kind 
to be drafted since 1925, the first 
having been defeated in the Fall of 
that year by more than 5,000 votes.

An outline of the functions of the 
present form of government in the 
county by committees of the Board 
of Supervisors was given by Judge 
Stires, who showed t at present 
no one person is accountable for the 
functioning of these bodies. Under 
the charter, Judge Stires said, com- 

lete control would be vested in the 
oun President, who, with a Vice 
President and a Commissioner of 
Finance, both elective, and _ the 
County Engineer and County Attor- 
ney, appointive officers, would form 
the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment and the Board of Contract 
and Supply. 

In opposition to the charter Judge 
Leuis said that the Board of Esti- 
mate was controlled by the Presi- 
dent who, by reason of his appointive 
powers in the offices of county en- 
mest and county attorney, had ac- 
ually three of the five votes. The 
charter also places the appropriation 
and spending of money in the same 
five men, which he said is a bad 
feature of the instrument.

JERSEY DEMOCRATS

Leaders Meet in Jersey City to 
Plan Drive on Bill to Extend 
Service of Governor. 





At a luncheon in the Carteret Club 
in Jersey City yesterday New Jersey 
Democratic leaders, headed by Mayor 

k Hague;of Jersey City, were 
urged to exert intensive efforts to 
defeat the proposed amendment to 
the State Constitution which would 
extend the three-year gubernatorial 
term to four years and make State 
and national elections simultaneous. 
The proposed measure is to be voted 
on ata species election on Sept. 20. 

Mayor Hague, who is State leader 
and Vice Chairman of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee; Harry’ 
Heher, Chairman of the State Dem- 
ocratic Committee, and Congresswo- 
man Mary T. Norton characterized 
the special election as ‘‘the most im- 
portant from a political viewpoint 
ever held in the State.”’ 

“‘The people of New Jersey will not 
allow the State Constitution to be 
used as a_ football,” said Mayor 
Hague, ‘‘and that is what the Repub- 
licans are attempting to do in spon- 
soring this vicious measure. hey 
have been unsuccessful in fair con- 
tests and are now ready to try by 
foul means. To let this amendment 
pass would give them the chance to 
win by foul means. It would elect 
our Governor in Presidential years. 
The Republicans are anxious to con- 
fuse our State issues with those of 
the nation.’’

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—Secretary 
Kellogg and Miles Poindexter, Amer- 
ica Ambassador to Peru, held a long 
conference at the State Department 
today at which they discussed ‘‘gen- 
eral problems affecting the policy of 
the United States in Latin America.”’ 
It is believed they considered the 
present status of the Tacna and 
Arica dispute. 

Further moves in the Tacna-Arica 
problem await the arrival in Wash- 
ington of Carlos Davila, selected re- 
cently by the Government of Presi- 
dent Ybanez to replace Miguel Cru- 
chaga as Chilean Ambassador to the 
United States. 

Sefor Davila should reach Wash- 
ington about September 25, and is ex- 
pected to invite President Coolidge 
to withdraw as arbitrator in the dis- 
pute and to leave the settlement of 
the problem to direct negotiations 
between Peru and Chile. 

The Government of Peru will balk 
at this proposal. It accepted in 
good faith the protocol of July 20, 
1922, which submitted the Tacna- 
Arica question to arbitration by the 
President of the United States, the 
Peruvian diplomats here declare, and 
sees no reason for turning on Presi- 
dent Coolidge’s decision or rejecting 
the good offices of the American 
Statte Department. 

Nor does the Peruvian Government 
look favorably upon intervention by 
the Le e of Nations, as suggested 
by Enrique Villegas, Chilean dele- 
gate at Geneva and President of 
the League Council. 





No Trace of Missing Bridegroom.

ZUKOR-LASKY GET STAY 
PENDING CONFERENCE 


Booking Ban‘When Film Pro- 
ducers Promised Aid.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—Pending 
the outcome of a trade practice con- 
ference which it will soon hold with 
the entire motion picture industry, 
the Federal Trade Commission today 
granted sixty days’ extension to the 
Famous Players-Lasky Corporation 
and to Adolph Zukor and Jesse L. 
Lasky as individuals in connection 
with its orders to them to cease and 
desist from certain alleged unfair 
practices in competition in the in- 
dustry. 

‘“‘Block booking’’ was one of the 
activities assailed by the commission. 
The orders to stop this and other 
certain business methods were issued 
in July with the requirement that 
the respondents report in sixty days 
how they had complied. That period 
expires at the end of this week. In

The commission, in granting the

Zukor and Lasky will depend 
in some measure upon the result of 
the conferences and whether the 
trade practices it is expected to con- 
demn will, to the commission’s satis- 
faction, cover the acts with which 
the respondents are charged. Muth 
will depend on whether they agree 
to refrain from the unfair practices 
condemned.

Special New Jersey Election Will

A total of 187,000 voters, men and 
women, registered in Hueson County, 
N. J., to vote in the special election 
of Sept. 20, when five new consti- 
tutional amendments are to be voted 
on. There are twelve municipalities 
in the county.

Mayor Hague predicted 
the adoption of the zoning ‘amend- 
ment, which would allow municipal 
authorities the right to zone business 
and residential districts.

This 
was indicated by his lawyers yester- 
day after Bernstein, who had sur- 
rendered himself Tuesday night, 
was held without bail in the Homi- 
cide Court on a charge of homicide, 

The list of dead was increased ae: 
terday to four when Robert 
Groar stage manager for Jane 
Cowl, ied in Bellevue Hospital arene 
a fractured spine. McGroart: 
struck by the falling body of itor 
J. Steinberg, Bernstein’s lawyer, 
who was killed when he Fenn or 
was pushed from the window of his 
office on the ninth floor of the 
Forty-fourth Street building. The 
other dead were Charles Herkovitz, 
the broker with whom Bernstein had 
had a quarrel over $500 in a real 
estate deal; and Henry C. Cohen, 
Herkovitz’s lawyer, both of whom 
Bernstein shot to death. 


Used Two Pistols in Quarrel. 


It was disclosed yesterday that 
Bernstein had used two pistols in- 


stead of one and that he had fired 
more shots than at first supposed. 
An autopsy on Cohen’s body showed 
that he had been shot four times in- 
stead of once, as originally believed, 
and that the bullets had come from 
both .82 and .38 calibre weapons. 
Later two uncles of Bernstein, Alex- 
ander and Herman Abrams, pro- 
prietors of a lingerie shop at 205 
West Thirty-ninth Street, informed 
the police that Bernstein had yisited 
them after the shooting and they had 
seen him throw the twe guns in a 
sewer opening at Nassau and John 
Streets Tuesday evening. Detectives 
found the pistols yesterday after- 
noon. Shots had been fired from 
each pistol, but the police would not 
tell how many. 

An autopsy on Steinberg’s body 
proved that he had not been shot 
before he jumped, or was pushed, 
from his office window, but the cir- 
cumstances under which he went out 
of the window still remained a mys- 
tery last night. Bernstein, on ad- 
vice of counsel, refused to say’ a 
word about what happened at the 
fatal business conference, even to 
clear up the question whether he 
threw or shoved Steinb“r¢ out the 
window in a hand-to-hanc struggle, 
whether the lawyer jumped out in a 
panic-stricken attempt to escape the 
pistol fire, or whether he fell from 
the window ledge when trying. to 
crawl through the window of the next 
office.

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URGE DYEING HORSES — 
~ AS WAR CAMOUFLAGE 


Cavalry Officers Experiment on 
Defending Troops Against Low- | 
Flying Aviation Attacks. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—The dye- 
ing of light-colored cavalry horses as 
a camouflage against aerial observa- 
tion has been urged by a special 
board of army officers recently cre- 
ated at the cavalry school at Fort 
Riley, Kan., to conduct experiments 
on defensive measures to be used 
by units of a cavalry division against 
low-flying aviation attacks. 

‘The board reached: the interesting 
conclusion that in future campaigns 
light-colored horses and horses hav- 
ing prominent light patches and 
blazed faces should either be disposed 
of or given-a neutral color. by the 


colored animals have been considered 
undesirable in campaign, but this is 
the first time the use of dyes has 
been considered as a solution. 


The board decided that from an air 
point of view the question of cover 
and concealment, other than solid 
overhead cover, was.a matter either 
of ere nse utilization of shades 
and s ows or the adoption of suit- 
able formations.

attack. Under these conditions the 
question of the employment of suit- 
able formations to minimize the ef- 
forts of hostile aerial observation and 
attack becomes of paramount impor- 
tance.’’ 

The question of the concealment of 
mounted troops from aerial observa- 
tion and their defense against attack 
from the air will receive further 
study in the coming manoeuvres of 
the First Cavalry Division, to be held 
in the vicinity of Marfa, Texas, Sept. 
20 to Oct. 3.

NUMBERS PROPOSED 


Plan to Facilitate Finding of 
- Stations on Dials Is Before 
Electrical Manufacturers. 


BUT COMPLICATION IS SEEN 


J. V. L. Hogan Says Scientific Men 
Prefer Kilocycles—WEVD Takes 
Floor in Garment Building. 


Designation of radio broadcasting 
channels by numbers as well as by 
call letters, to facilitate the identifi- 
cation and location of the different 
waves on the dials of receiving sets, 
is now being studied by a special 
committee of the National Electrical 
Manufacturers Association, accord- 
ing to L. B. F. Raycroft, Vice Presi- 
dent of the Radio Division of the as- 
sociation. ‘The idea will be consid- 
ered and presented at a meeting of 
the Radio Division, which will be 
held at the Edgewater Beach Hotel 
in Chicago, Nov. 28 to Dec. 2. 

“A striking suggestion,’’ said Mr. 
Raycroft, “has been made which 
may eliminate the confusion which 
arises over the designation of broad- 
cast channels by kilocycles and wave- 
lengths. The suggestion was made 
by R. H. Langley of the Crosley 
Radio Corporation of Cincinnati. The 
channels, as now determined by the 
Federal Radio Commission, instead 
of being designated as at present, 
might be designated by arbitrary 
numbers, say from one to ninety-six. 
This would simplify program an- 
nouncements, radio receivers, and 
provide a convenient and quick way 
of calibration of sets for both manu- 
facturer and user.’’ 

John V. L. Hogan, Past President 
of the Institute of Radio Engineers, 
in commenting upon the proposal to 
number the waves, said that there is 
every scientific reason to continue 


the channels. 

“The adoption of a series of nu- 
merals oF numbers would only suc- 
ceed in further complicating the sit- 
uation,’’ said Mr. Hogan, ‘‘inasmuch 

“To my mind it would be better to 


adopt the kilocycle numerals alone 
to designate the station wave, saying 
just 760 where it is meant that the 
station is using the 760 kilocycle 
wave. This system would not com- 
plicate the system if the Federal 
Commission sees fit to include more 
channels in the band of the future, 
or to o> out any existing. channels, 
making it necessary to skip some 
numbers or renumber the entire 
group.’ 

Bowden Washington, radio engi- 
neer, of 41 Park Row, said that the 
idea appeared to be an excellent one 
if the channels could be kept as they 
are when numbered, without addi- 
tions or subtractions.

, The, freedom was conferred in 
Usher Hall by Bailie Deas, who said 
that it. was in recognition of the ties 
of kinship binding the people of Scot- 
land and the United States. 
“T stand clothed in the merits of 
the great and kindly people whom I 
represent, rather than my own,’’ said 
Mr.°Houghton, replying. ‘“Edinburgh 
enjoys the reputation, truly or false- 
ly, of being a fastidious community, 
and its permanently critical attitude 
is declared by some to be its most 
deeply rooted characteristic. Be that 
as it may, the generous welcome it 
has given me encourages me to hope 
for favorable judgment. 
“Among citizens rich with the es- 
sential elements of civilization, Edin- 
burgh stands forth distinct and il- 
lustrious.

The Scottish-American memorial 
unveiled yesterday in the famous 
gardens of the historic old Scottish 
city is the gift of the Scotchmen of 
America and the work of Dr. R. Tait 
Mackenzie, a distinguished sculptor, 
who though not a Scotsman himself, 
was born of Scotch parents in On- 
tario, Canada. 

The memorial is in honor of the 
men of the Highland Divisions, men 
who wore the tartans of the old 
Scottish clans and who were styled 
by their adversaries in the World 
War ‘‘The Ladies From Hell,’’ who 
fell on the field of battle in_ the 
World War. At Loos, Lens, Mons, 
the Somme, Hill 30, Hooge, Gallipoli, 
wherever the British armies held a 
line, the men of the Highland regi- 
ments left *heir dead by the thou- 
sands. The Gordons, Seaforths, 
Argyll and Sutherlands, the Black 
Watch and Camerons, those that 
wore the kilts, and the other Scottish 
regiments that instead of the otha 
wore ‘‘troos,’? the Highland Light 
Infantry, the Royal Scots and others 
who came from the country north 
of the Tweed, are honored in the 
pest-sesteyat- 8m 

About $50,000 was collected in vari- 
ous. cities and towns throughout the 
United States by a general commit- 
tee headed by John Gribbel as Pres- 
ident, Samuel F. Houston, Treasur- 
er, and Dr. Francis E.- Stewart, 
Secretary. 

The site, a slope in the West 
Princes Street Gardens just opposite 
Edinburgh Castle, is visited each 
year by thousands of American tour- 
ists. It was chosen by the Royal 
Scottish Academy and approved by 
the Lord Provost and the Edinburgh 
Town Council. 

The central figure of the monument 
looks up at the historic castle on its 
beetled crags and the frieze at the 
back stands against rows of beauti- 
ful trees and shrubs. 

The memorial ‘consists of a central 
figure of a youthful Highlander, 
seated and grasping a rifle which lies 
across his knees. Alert and ready, 
he represents the spirit that ani- 
mated the youth of Scotland when 
the call to arms came. Behind the 
kilted youth is a processional frieze 
set in'a wall that has in front a 
semi-circular stone bench. 


Modeling of the Monument. 


The summons and the answer of 
the Scots’ are portrayed on this 
frieze. In front are the pipers sound- 
ing the ¢all on their bagpipes, and 
directly behind them.come the uni- 
formed, disciplined men of the old 
regular army, the ‘Old Contemp- 
tibles,’? that made up part of the 
famous First Hundred ‘Thousand 
who crossed over to France and 
Belgium at the outbreak of the war. 
Then come the fisherman, the swar- 
thy smith, the mower blithe and 
others of their kind.

Secretary MELLON has taken early 
opportunity after his return. from 
Europe to let it be known that he is 
not a candidate for the Presidency. 
Moreover, he -does- not “expect a 
Presidential boom for himself.” This 
shows that ‘the Secretary of the 
Treasury retains his accustomed 
poise. He has not been either flut- 
tered or deceived by the efforts to 
enter him in the Presidential race. 
The Hearst newspapers, with their 
constant fidelity to the principle of 
making this a Government by the 
proletarians for the proletarians, 
have proposed Mr. MELLON for the 
Presidency. In . Pennsylvania the 
Republican machine has announced 
that there will be a Mellon delega- 
tion from that State in the next 
National Convention. One of these 
movements is about as sincere as 
the other. Aside from the obvious 
disqualification of his age, Secretary 
MELLON combines nearly all the 
traits which would make politicians 
casting about for an “ expedient” 
candidate run away from him in 
great alarm. It is something for 
the Secretary to have a political 
vision sufficiently clear and pene- 
trating to perceive the nonsense of 
talking about him as a possible 
President. 

Nevertheless, the plan to put his 
name forward as the choice of Penn- 
sylvania, like other plans in other 
States to suggest candidacies upon 
which the dews of early death are 
already visible, will probably be 
clung to. The whole thing consti- 
tutes something new in partisan po- 
litical manoeuvring. It.is a variant

OUR STUDENT-MAYOR. 

It is a comfort to New Yorkers 
to think of their Mayor dressed in 
a double-breasted gray coat and 
neatly creased white trousers as he 
reclines upon the sunny sands at the 
Lido assimilating the wisdom he has 
acquired. on the “Grand Tour.” 
Although Mayor . WALKER. is not 
exactly mid-Victorian, the contrast 
between his faultless attire and that 
of other persons at the beach is 
altogether in keeping with his 
serious studies, over against their 
trifling waste of time. The Mayor 
has stopped off at the Lido lured by 
its peace and quiet, in order better 
to be able to meditate upon the les- 
sons which he has learned in Europe. 
Even the distractions of the Lido 
have not taken his mind off busi- 
ness, and as he gazed out upon the 
Adriatic he was pondering the dif- 
ference between the Venetian and 
the New York system of keeping the 
beaches clean. 

The Mayor in the rdéle of travel- 

ing student is naturally interesting 
‘to his fellow-citizens.. They are 
proud. to realize that his motto has 
been to improve each shining hour, 
even if this has meant activities far 
into the night. No innocent abroad 
has ever applied himself more dili- 
gently to making the most of his 
opportunities. If he has omitted art 
galleries and other sights, it is be- 
cause he has been too busy mas- 
tering practical problems. He has 
devoted himself to a course in com- 
parative municipal administration. 
Having exhausted the accumulated 
experience of one nation in govern- 
ing its cities, he has hurried on to 
another. With Biirgermeisters who 
began their careers as assistants to 
the Mayor of some small German 
village and gradually advanced to 
be professional heads of miunicipali- 
ties he has discussed electoral re- 
form and the mutability of politics. 
In Italy he has learned from high 
authorities how valuable it is for 
a Mayor to have practically absolute 
power and no political opponents. 
In Ireland he has studied the neces- 
sity of keeping politics and admin- 
istration separate. 
No wonder he needs time to rumi- 
nate and to plan. Each city has 
taught him its bit. To the itinerant 
Mr. WALKER falls the task of noting, 
marking and inwardly digesting all 
this information, and doing it within 
a brief respite after a tour of in- 
spection of Venetian ballrooms last- 
ing until 5 A. M. Naturally, he 
is looking forward to a real vaca- 
tion when he returns from this 
strenuous ‘“ Studien-Reise.” 


A MOSCOW ENCYCLICAL. 


The annual convention of the 
Workers’ (Communist) Party has 
ended its labors with the election of 
a Central Executive Committee in 
which the forces led by W. Z. FosTER 
are outnumbered by the group led 
by JAY LOVESTONE. Numerically the 
total Communist “forces” are not 











of the old and familiar idea of the 
Favorite Son. That was in the na- 
ture of a graceful compliment to its 
object. He was r.ot supposed to be- 
lieve that he had any real.chance 
of being nominated, but was glad 
and proud to have the votes of a 
few supporters in the National Con- 
vention, until the time came for 
them to turn their ballots. where 
they would do the most good. Then 
the Favorite Son folded the mahtle 
of his couch about him -and retired 
to pleasant dreams of passing on to 
his descendants the memory of the 
honor: of his having been “ men- 
tioned”? for the Presidency. 

‘What we are seeing now is quite 


impressive. Common repute esti- 
mates them at less than 10,000. But 
they are enough to reproduce the 
Moscow model with a Majority fac- 
tion and an Opposition subdivided 
into several groups. Yet the dele- 
gates were not without guidance. 
Weeks before the convention in this 
city the Comintern at Moscow had 
made a characteristically thorough 
study of the “ American question” 
and formulated its orders in a com- 
prehensive document which appar- 
ently left the American comrades 
nothing to do but decide on the 
hours of adjournment for lunch and 
dinner. 

If the Praesidium of the Commu- 
nist International at Moscow devotes 





different. ‘The Favorite Son of a 
given State is as much puzzled as 
anybody else by the action of polit- 
ical managers in offering him a 
delegation, He knows that this is 
not a tribute of affection nor a sign 
of hope. It is merely a temporary 
makeshift. The politicians do not 
yet know what they will have to do, 
or. wish to do, in the end, and mean- 
while are anxious to get a body of 
docile .and. manageable. delegates. 
The most convenient méthod is to 
select and align them under a State 
banner. Who carries it for the time 
being does not greatly matter. Who- 
ever does knows very well that when 
the hour comes for the great con- 
centration on a winning candidate, 
the flag will be snatched from his 
hand and carried triumphantly by 
some one else in the procession of 
State delegations around the floor of 
the convention hall. Never does 
politics more clearly appear to be- 
long to the class of things which are 
not what they seem than.in these 


as minute attention to other parts of 
the world as it does to the United 
States, it is easily the hardest- 
working body in existence. The 
general principles with which the 
Moscow document begins did not 
involve extraordinary labor. The 
clarion call to war against Western 
imperialism in China, against Brit- 
ish plots for the destruction of the 
Soviet Union, against the trade- 
union “ bureaucracy,” would do with 
few alterations in the carbon copy 
for British and German and French 
Communists. But the soul of the 
Comintern is not above local details, 
It revels in them. The leaders of 
the International at Moscow have 
found time to take note that two 
editorials in The New York Daily 
Worker for May 7 and May 8 “ devi- 
ated ’—that is to say, were guilty of 
heresy—by minimizing the predatory 
réle of American imperialism in 
China. On March 7 Comrade DUNNE 
in The Daily Worker deviated by 
making a distinction between the 
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| ZACK was guilty of some deviating 
on his own account. 

Moscow not only obsérves micro- 
scopically but prescribes minutely. 
It prescribes! that the Lovestohe Mh- 
jority ‘group must be more consid- 
erate of ‘the W. Z. Foster and the 
Weinstone-Cannon Minority groups. 
It. prescribes that the American 
Communist Party shall hold its con- 
vention toward the end-of August. 
(Presumably the meeting of the con- 
vention at the beginning of Septem- 
ber will be censured as a deviation.) 
It prescribes. that a Preparatory 
Commission shall meet consisting of 
six voting delegates and six “ candi- 
dates.” It prescribes that the con- 
vention shall elect. ‘an Executive 
Secretariat of three members, one of 
whom shall be a representative of 
the Minority. It recommends that 
in any event LOVESTONE and. FOSTER 
shall be elected as Secretaries. The 
German General Staff in 1914 was 
a@.mob of slackers compared with 
the Moscow staff of the Communist 
International mobilizing for the war 
on American imperialism. 

Our local reports indicate that the 
elections to the. Central Executive 
Committee will be followed by the 
election of JAY LOVESTONE as Secre- 
tary. Is it conceivable that Moscow’s 
recommendations will be thus vio- 
lated? Are the American comrades 
on the verge of the fatal “ devia- 
tion” that they know more about 
American imperialism than the great 
thinkers in the Kremlin do? 


THE SUPERINTENDING LEAGUE. 


Since 1920 WAYNE B. WHEELER 
had been Legislative Superintendent 
as well as General Counselor of the 
Anti-Saloon League of America. He 
had exercised the functions of the 
former office before it was formally 
given to him. Of all his pervasive 
and powerful activities in a career 
devoted passionately to one idea, 
his management of Congress was 
perhaps the deftest and most im- 
pressive to the public, to which he 
was, besides, the cardinal figure 
of prohibition, though representing 
more influential personages who 
worked mainly in secret. “‘ The mak- 
“ing, marketing and mobilizing of 
“ public sentiment.” is, according to 
its General Superintendent, the rea- 
son for the League’s existence. Yor 
this purpose it Las raised and spent 
enormous funds. Through the card- 
index system it has kept tabs on 
Congressmen. Mr. WHEELER not 
only superintended and dictated pro- 
hibition legislation, but was long 
able to keep Congressmen in the 
straight path. 

It is now proposed to divide the 
duties he discharged. One man is 
to be General Counselor. Another 
is to be Legislative Superintendent. 
Nothing is said about a third agency 
in which Mr. WHEELER was not al- 
ways fortunate. When the League 
selects the two officers in question, 
will it not also make provision for 
a Superintendent of Prohibition 
Enforcement Appointments? In one 
sense Mr. WHEELER can have no 
successor. Few of us could avoid a 
certain liking for the indomitable 
little man, so masterful, so good- 
natured in spite of his ardencies of 
statement, so steadily seeking, some- 
times by doubtful means, the reali- 
zation of the impossible. Doubtless 
he was incapable of discouragement 
or despair, but the later days have 
not been cheering for prohibition. 
Fed by war psychology, by mis- 
taken patriotism, by inexhaustible 
propaganda, by utopian hope and 
political cowardice, the torrent of 
prohibition swept over the country. 
The waters have been receding. <A 
reactionhas been gathering strength. 
A large part of the population is 
sick of prohibition that can’t pro- 
hibit, of a prohibition law grounded 
on absurdity, of an old evil contin- 
ued in new forms and creating grave 


social and moral deteriorations. It 
is unlikely that the inheritors of Mr. 
WHEELER’S shoes will find Congress- 
men so docile as they were -when 
they lived in terror of the League. 
The League will continue to go 
through the motions of taking 
charge of things. It will denounce 
and shriek and give orders. But its 
tradition of mysterious power is 
fading; and the number of Congress- 
men who shudder at its “ gobble- 
uns” is thinning. 


MR. REED’S PERSONAL 
PROBLEM. 

The dilemma of Senator REED of 
Missouri shows what happens to a 
man in politics when he is seeking 
one office and another office is seek- 
ing him. Mr. REED is making 
speeches around the country. This 
justifies politicians in regarding him 
as a candidate for the Presidency. 
In Kansas recently, for the first time 
in many years, the Senator men- 
tioned the name of WOODROW WILSON 
without attack; in fact, gave him at 
least joint credit for the drafting 
and passage of the Federal Reserve 
act. Kansas, which was enthusias- 
tically a Wilson State, was the very 
place for such a statement from a 
Presidential candidate whom Mr. 
WILSON publicly declared ‘‘ untrust- 
worthy.”

Whether the: New York State Ath- 
letic Commission wins or loses the 
action brought against it by a dealer 
in sporting goods, the boxing public 
will be glad to see a legal test of its 
powers. Up to this time the com- 
mission has paid little attention to 
complaints of absolutism; and the 
authorities at Albany have shown 
small disposition to supervise its 
rulings. For example, simply be- 
cause Commissioner MULDOON per- 
sonally believes that tobacco smoke 
in the new Garden makes the atmos- 
phere injurious to contestants in 
boxing matches, smoking has been 
forbidden. This personal edict the 
city partly enforces—for the gallery 
is in a double sense above the law— 
on boxing nights only; hockey play- 
ers, track athletes and others go 
about their work in as much smoke 
as the customers choose to emit. 

Recently Secretary of State MOSES 
was designated as the official to 
whom the commission is responsi- 
ble; but the most he has done is to 
issue an opinion that it has no right 
to fix prices for boxing matches.

Theseus, who, according to tradi- 
tion, gathered the inhabitants of 
Attica into one city and gave the 
name Athens to the whole State, 
invited strangers to-come and enjoy 
equal privileges with the natives.

‘TRANSIT IN QUEENS. 

‘No, one has a better right to be 
heard: on the relative merits of the 
two schemes for the relief of East 


who has been President of the ‘Bor- 
ough of Queens so long that he has 
become almost a civic institution. 
He declares that he and his constitu- 
ents are lukewarm toward the tri- 
borough bridge, and would greatly 
prefer the proposed vehicular tunnel 
under the river. at Thirty-eighth 
Street, or a bridge close by to the 
north, Mr. CONNOLLY draws a 
gloomy. picture of the future of 
Thirty-fourth Street and the shop- 
ping centre about it. He is.afraid it 
will go the way of Fourteenth Street 
and Twenty-third Street unless relief 
is promptly afforded. 

Relief from what? Traffic con- 
gestion? That is what has princi- 
pally concerned other advocates of 
the tube. Apparently Mr. CONNOLLY 
is disturbed rather by the. prospect 
of deserted streets. He thinks that 
Queens could rescue the lower 
reaches of midtown Manhattan. Does 
not his borough boast a million 
inhabitants? Were the tunnel to. be 
built, “that vast multitude would 
“naturally flow into the Thirty- 
“fourth Street section, and would 
“mean the salvation of that sec- 
“tion.” Merchants there naturally 
are anxious to attract all the trade 
they can handle, but they might view 
with apprehension an invasion from 
the east on such a scale. 

They would be justified, too, in be- 
ing somewhat more optimistic about 
their own future prospects than Mr. 
CONNOLLY. While no one can proph- 
esy with assurance, and while the 
area between Thirty-fourth. Street 
and Forty-second Street has its own 
special problems, evidence is accu- 
mulating that history this time is 
not going to repeat itself, at least 
with regard to the present midtown 
retail district as a whole. This sec- 
tion, which now extends from Thirty- 
fourth Street north to Fifty-eighth, 
has anchors that its predecessors 
lacked.

Moreover, such devices for the relief 
of traffic congestion should be 
judged, first, in their relation to the 
needs of the city as a whole. It is 
at this point that the special merit 
of the tri-borough bridge becomes 
apparent. We have gone ahead so 
fast with our radial arteries that we 
have neglected the connecting links. 
We need to make our highway sys- 
tem into more of a web, with plenty 
of routes along which people can 
travel without having to pass 
through the centre.

‘A Plea for Shorter Sentences and 


Better Use of English. 

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The use of long, complicated, in- 
volved sentences seems. to be creep- 
ing in even to the editorial pages. 
A sentence that must be read two or 
three times in order to grasp its 
meaning is not, as a rule, good Eng- 
lish. At least it is not in accord with 
the canons of English composition. 
The use of short, crisp sentences, in 
which the subject and predicate are 
not too far apart, used to ‘be con- 
sidered one of the best elements of 
good composition. Such sentences 
should not have many explanatory or 
modifying clauses. These long sen- 
tences remind one of Mark Twain’s 
criticism of the German language: 

“An average sentence in a German 
newspaper is a sublime and impres- 
sive curiosity; it occupies a quarter 
of a column; it contains all the parts 
speech—not in regular order, but 
mixed; it treats of fourteen or fifteen 
different subjects, each enclosed in a 
parenthesis of its own. I think that 
to learn to read and understand a 
German newspaper is a thing which 
must always remain an impossibility 
to a foreigner.”’ 

In one of.our best Maine newspa- 
pers a few days ago there was a let- 
ter to the editor from which I will 
quote one sentence. The letter was 
about the unseasonable weather this 
Summer, and was written evidently 
by one who knew considerable of the 
subject about which he was writing: 
‘But the record ignores the fact that

Public schools throughout the city 
for day and evening elementary and 
high school pupils opened their doors 
yesterday morning at 9 o’clock for 
the registration and transfer of stu- 
dents and reported in most cases 
only light enrolments.

Superintendent of Schools William

able, the number varied from fifteen 
at several of the schools to more 
than 100 at Stuyvesant High School, 
First Avenue and Fifteenth Street. 

Twelve new elenféntary schools 
and one new high, school will pro- 
vide for 11,381 more pupils. The new 
high school, which is at Port Rich- 
mond, 8.

Rickard Committee Yields to 
Popular Protest Over Blind 
Ticket Purchase. 


RESERVATION LIST OUT 


Chicago South Park Board Has 
2,500, Mayor Thompson 600 
and Governor Small 600.

CHICAGO, Sept. 7.~The clamor 
against the blind purchase of tickets 
to the Gene Tunney-Jack Dempsey 
heavyweight championship battle 
Sept. 22 had its effects this after- 
noon, At a meeting of the myster- 
ious Ticket Committee controiling 
the distribution of tickets a resolu- 
tion was adopted approving publica- 
tion in the newspapers of Sept. 18 
of diagrams of the fight arena, 
which will acquaint each ticketholder 
with the exact location of his seat. 

The announcement of the Ticket 
Committee’s action came from Pro- 
moter Tex Rickard and was a com- 
plete reversal of original plans. 
Rickard had previously announced 
that he would not make arena dia- 
grams available in advance because 
it might interfere with the ticket 
sale. Instead Rickard approved dis- 
tribution of stadium charts which 
showed only the gates. 


Rickard Makes Denial. 


It had been reported that failure 
of the promoter to authorize publi- 
cation, of seat diagrams had caused 
the delay m the actual signing of the 
contract for. the use of the stadium 
as a fight arena, but this was denied 
by Rickard. That the State Ath- 
letic Commission here had ordered 
the publication of the diagrams like- 
wise was denied by: Rickard. 

‘“‘The only cause for delay in sign- 
ing the contract for the stadium is 
the radio,’’ said Rickard today. ‘‘The 
broadcasting of the newspapers at 
the ringside is causing this situation, 
but it is not of a serious nature. I 
expect everything will be . settled 
within a day or two and then the 
contract will be signed. I can say 
right now the contract has been 
prepared for signature, depending 
on the broadcasting arrangements 
which must be covered by a clause 
in the contract.’’- 

The advance sale for the fight has 
reached $2,000,000, Rickard said, 
adding that this amount represented 
the cash on hand and the cash rep- 
resented by ticket applications which 
continue to pour in. Rickard could 
not estimate accurately the amount 
of actual cash deposited in_ local 
banks from the ticket sale. He de- 
nied, however, that he intended in- 
creasing his ringside seat total from 
40,000 to 60,000, as had been re- 
ported. 


Distribution of Tickets. 


The promoter worked far into last 
night distributing the tickets he has 
been allotted and was working indus- 
triously today and tonight on the 
same task. The mysterious ticket 
committee, headed by George F. 
Getz, late last night announced dis-

New Penalty for Foal in Bouts 
Adopted by New Jersey Board 


TRENTON, N. J., Sept. 7.—A 
new ruling intended to eliminate 
fouls in boxing bouts in New Jer- 
| sey has been adopted by Newton 
A. K. Bugbee, State Boxing Com- 
missioner. The ruling, suggested 
by Chief Inspector Platt Adams, 
provides that a boxer intentionally 
fouling his opponent will forfeit 
his entire purse and his opponent 
will receive an amount determined 
by the number of rounds the bout 
has progressed.

LAKE VILLA, Ill., Sept. 7.—The 
only sounds to disturb the peace and 
quiet of Gene Tunney’s camp today 
were the distant sputter of a motor 
boat on Fox Lake, the gentle lapping 
of the ripples on the shore and the 
buzzing of the flies.

Enjoys Another Day of Com- 
plete Idleness So He 
Won't Go Stale.

CHICAGO, Sept. 7.—Jack Dempsey, 
former heavyweight champion, en- 
joyed another day of uninterrupted 
idleness today. in his training for the 
bid he is to make to regain that 
title from Gene Tunney. This was 
the second complete day of rest for 
Dempsey at the Lincoln Fields race 
track. 

Dempsey spent the day in complete 
idleness. He did not have even the 
distraction of road work to interrupt 
the rest prescribed by Manager Leo

through too much work. Getting up 
early Dempsey had a light breakfast 
and then lounged around most of the 
morning. All the exercise he got was 
what was involved in his posing for 
many cameramen who came early in 
the day to get some special poses.

I guess they 
think I am foolish to pass up the 
chance to work, but I know better 
than any one else just how I feel and 
the way I feel right now satisfies me 
that a day of rest now and then is 
beneficial rather than harmful.

TILDEN AND COCHET NEXT 


Draw for Tennis Classic Thus Is 
Considered Favorable to French 
—Doubles Teams Unnamed.

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. .7.—Wil- 
liam T. Tilden and William John- 
ston, the mainstays of the United 
States team since 1920, and Rene 
Lacoste. and Henri Cochet of 
France, holders, respectively; of the 
American and Wimbledon champion- 
ships, were named today by Captains 
Charles 8. Garland and Pierre Gil- 
lou to play the single matches in the 
Davis Cup challenge round, which 
will start tomorow afternoon at the 
Germantown Cricket Club. 

The fortunes of the draw, which 
was made today at the Bellevue- 
Stratford Hotel in the presence of 
Julian S. Myrick, Chairman of the 
American Davis Cup Committee; the 
two captains, Samuel H. Collom, 
Vice President of the United States 
Lawn Tennis Association and Chair- 
man of the Tennis Committee of the 
Germantown Cricket Club, and Paul 
W. Gibbons, favored the French, for 
the first two names drawn by A. 
Wallis Myers of England were John- 
ston and Lacoste. They will play 
the opening match at 2:15 o’clock, 
and Tilden and Cochet will go on 
the court in the second singles en- 
gagement upon the conclusion of the 
first. 

No announcement was made as to 
the composition of the doubles 
teams. Under Davis Cup regulations 
it is not required that they be named 
until twenty-four hours before the 
match is held on Friday and both 
captains withheld their decision un- 


til after the singles matches tomor- 
row. 


American Entry Not Certain. 


It is expected that Jean Boroira 
and Jacques Brugnon will be the 
choice of Gillou, while the American 
entry is almost certain to be zither 
Tilden and Johnston or Tilden and 
Hunter, The final two single 
matches on Saturday will bring to- 
gether Tilden and Lacoste at 2:15 
and Johnston and Coehet at 3:45. 

The nomination of Cochet to play 
in the singles instead of Borotra 
marks the début of the Lyons th 
as a.challenge round singe ayer. 
Borotra and Lacoste received the as- 
signment in 1925 and 1926, and last 
year Cochet made his first appear- 
ance in the —- round as the 
partner of Brugnon the doubles, 

The selection of Cochet today was 
the logical one. He has been playing 
the best tennis of all the invaders 
since their arrival in this country, 
precedi Borotra here b two 
weeks. In addition, he defea oy | 
den after losing the first two sets 
and trailing at 1—5 in the third at 
Wimbledon, where he also triumphed 
over Borotra in the final after 
losing the first two sets, and it was 
the Lyons youth who also brought 
the six-year reign of Tilden to an end 
in the national championship at For- 
est Hills last September. ‘Tilden de- 
feated him in the French champion- 
ships in June in three sets, making 
os score 2—1 in the French player’s 

avor. 

The fact that Lacoste is scheduled 
to go on the courts with Johnston in 
the opening match is re ed as a 
stroke of good luck for the French.

Tliden in Fine Form, 


The Philadelphian has been play- 
ing in far more impressive form than 
has Johnston, who has not engaged 
in singles play all season and whose 
showing in the national doubles final 
at Boston on Monday did not serve 
to dispel the fears of those who ques- 
tion. whether he has the physical 
stamina to see ‘him through a hard- 
fought five-set match.

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Speculation for the rise grew rather 
wild in yesterday's stock market.

Yesterday’s railway traffic state- 
ment covered only the closing week 
of August, but in some respects it 
compared less favorably with preced- 
ing years than did the week before. 
In that week, nearly all of the 14,867 
decrease in the total of loaded cars 
was accounted for by coal. In the 
week which followed, decrease of 
coal shipments made up only 5,818 
cars out of the total decline of 19,338 
from 1926. 

The cotton market came to a halt, 
doubtless because of the immediately 
impending Government’ estimate. 
That the crophas been damaged since 
the last report was published the 
cotton trade agrees, but the trade 
does not agree at all that the de- 
partment’s August estimate was cor- 
rect. The 13,492,000-bale yield then 
foreshadowed was at least half a mil- 
lion bales below the ideas of the 
more careful private experts, and 
most of those experts have stuck to 
their opinion—reducing their own es- 
timates to allow for August’s de- 
terioration but still, as a rule, leav- 
ing them at or above the Govern- 
ment’s August figure. If the depart- 
ment were to correct its previous 
forecast, as it has often done before, 
allowance for the weevil activities 
would leave the total little changed. 
If, on the other hand, the Crop Re- 
porting Bureau sees no reason for 
revising its August calculation, it 
may easily put the figure at 13,000,- 
000 bales or lower. The one action 
would almost certainly break the cot- 
ton market. Just how the other 
would affect prices would depend on 
the extent of the reduction.

LUNCHEON FOR.OFFICIAL 
FROM SOUTH AFRICA 


F. W. Beyers, Minister of Mines, 
Says He Hopes to See Trade 
With Us Increased. 








F. W. Beyers, K. C., Minister of 
Mines and Industries of the Union 
of South Africa, was the --guest 
of honor yesterday at a luncheon 
given by the Trade Commissioner 
for the Union. at the Lawyers’ 
Club, Other guests were represen- 
tatives of the United States and 
of various British dominions, in- 
cluding Sir Harry Armstrong, British 
Consu] General; G. 
man of the Importers’ and Export- 
ers’ Association; and A. J. Barnuad 
of the Bureau of Foreign and Do- 
mestic Commerce. 

Eric H. Louw, Trade Commissioner 
for the Union of South Africa, in- 
troduced Mr. Beyers, saying this was 
the first time that a Cabinet Minister 
of the Union had been in the United 
States in an official capacity.. Mr. 
Beyers recently attended the Mining 
and Metallurgical Congress in Cana- 
da and cut short his visit to Ameri- 
ca because a special session of Par- 
liament has been called to meet early 
in October. 

The Minister expressed his satis- 
faction with the work done here by 
the Trade Commission since it was 
established early in 1926 and a hope 
that South Africa would soon. be able 
to right the trade balance in its com- 
mercial relations with the United 
States, which at present, he said 
was somewhat one-sided. He said 
he believed a big trade could be done 
between the two countries. 

Discussing the ‘economic develo 
ment of his country, Mr. Beyers d 
that new laws requiring the grading 
of base minerals had been adopted 
and others would be enacted to make 
South African shipments compl 
with American requirements. e 
said that the diamond situation 
should not be a cause for alarm. The 
Government was a “statutory part- 
ner’’ in the production of diamonds, 
and further measures would be taken 
to curb over-production, especially 
— resulting from alluvial exploita- 

on 

The Minister also referred to the 
Electricity Commission, which was 
established by the Government but 
which is permitted to function inde- 
pendently on a purely business basis. 
It had saved £300,000 to the gold in- 
dustry by supplying electricity at 
cost, he said, and power was being 
made available in similar fashion 
for others.

IN STEEL INDUSTRY 


Improvement. in Demand and 
Morale Reported by Weekly 
Trade Publications. 


OPERATIONS EXCEED 70 P.C. 


Competition Keen; With Resultant 
Shading of Prices—Most Pur- 
chases in Small Lots. 


Although production remains at 
about the same average levels as in 
the last two months the weekly iron 
and steel reviews observe an im- 
provement in the situation in the 
opening days of September, better 
morale being one stimulating factor 
despite continued spottiness of or- 
ders. : 

’ The Iron Age says in its comments: 

“September starts at a better pace 
in steel demand than August, but the 
rate of production remains at about 
the average of both July and August. 
There is thus promise of swelling the 
backlogs of orders, which with most 
mills were the smallest in many 
months. A few producers have found 
rolling schedules a trifle more eco- 
nomical. 

“Building and construction enter- 
prises continue to = most of the 
expansion. Heavy rail b oot in Au- 

gust was almost negligible. An in- 
arenes in steel bar business has come 
from farm implement makers and 
forging companies. 


Buying for Known Needs. 


“Buyers generally, while showing 
more than the usual interest in sup- 
plies, are still covering only for their 
known needs. The third quarter in 
steel points to an output exceeding 
70 per cent. of capacity, but the third 
quarter last year required an 82 per 
cent. operation, and the second quar- 
ter this year was over 82 per.cent. 
Estimates now are that an 80 per 
cent. rate will be reached in Novem- 
er. 

‘“‘Purchases being chiefly of the 
small lot class,, prices are steady 
rather than strong. Some unsettlin 
of the base for bars, plates .n 
shapes has occurred in the Chicago 
territory, where outside mills have 
named 1.80c., Chicago, a cut of $2 a 
ton. In Pittsburgh rarely more than 
1.80c. is paid for small lots of plates 
or shapes. 


Markets Looking Better. 

The Iron Trade Review says:

MINERAL OUTPUT 
~ WAS HIGH IN 4926 


Value of Total Production in 
America Was the Second 
Largest Ever Recorded. 


GOLD AND SILVER DROPPED 


All Fuels Increased, While Lead and 
Zinc, With Iron and Steel, 
Had a Notable Year. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—Measured 
by total value of products ($6,262,- 
000,000), the mineral production of 
the United States in 1926 was the sec- 
ond largest ever recorded, the Bureau 
of Mines announced today. 

The industries producing minerals 


‘in the United States and preparing 


or reducing them for use, as a whole, 
were maintained at a higher level of 
productivity in 1926 than during 1925, 
a year of marked prosperity and 
high records in output, it was stated. 
Only a few important products devi- 
ated sharply from this general con- 
dition. 

A survey just completed by Frank 
J. Katz; Chief Engineer of the Bu- 
reau’s Division of Mineral Statistics, 
showed that although the value of 
mineral products in 1920 was $6,981,- 
340,000, price levels had so declined 
since that year, when they were at 
their peak, that the ‘‘real value of the 
nation’s mineral production for 1926 
represents at least an appreciable, if 
not a substantial increase over 1920.’’ 

‘‘All mineral fuels were produced 
in larger quantities in 1926 than in 
1925," Mr. Katz said. ‘‘The total 
output of bituminous coal closely 
approximated the war record and ex- 
ceeded the record made in 1923, a 
more normal year. Anthracite pro- 
duction was evenly maintained at a 
good rate after the strike settlement 
late in February.’’ 

Mr. Katz said a new record in out- 
put of crude petroleum was attained 

y gradual increase throughout 1926, 
but that ‘‘stocks of crude petroleum 
were considerably reduced through- 
out the year.” 

“The production of gold continued 
the decline which set in about 1916,’’ 
said Mr. Katz. ‘‘The average price 
of silver in the United States in 1926 
was 7 cents. an ounce less than in 
1925, causing a decrease of about 
one-seventh in the total value and 
a smaller but appreciable decrease in 
the quantity produced. 

“The domestic production of cop- 
per increased moderately. The price 
trend was very slightly downward. 

‘The lead and zinc industry in 1926 
was characterized by record produc- 
tion, intense activity, high prosperity 
and excellent demand, although price 
levels were slightly lower than in 
1925 and declined during the year.”’ 

The iron and steel industry had ‘‘a 
remarkable year’ in 1926, he said, 
the production of steel being the 
largest ever recorded, and that of 
pig iron only a little less than: in 
1928, the record year. The output of 
iron ore was notably greater than in 
1925 but still well below 1917, the 
banner year. - 

“The outstanding features with re- 
spect to manganese in 1926,’’ said 
Mr. Katz, ‘‘were the smaller domes- 
tic production of high-grade ores, the 
extraordinary figures for the produc- 
tion of ferromanganese based on im- 
ported ores, the stable demand for 
manganese and manganese products 
and the downward tendency of 
prices. 

Mercury production dropped, anti- 
mony was at low ebb and chromite 
was almost nil, but imports of all 
these increased. The aluminum out- 
put remained steady.

Two-thirds of Holders Agree on 
Transfer of Preferred Stock. 


The final step in the recapitaliza- 
tion program of the Goodyear Tire 
and Rubber Company will soon be 
taken, according to an announcement 
yesterday which said that two-thirds 
of the preferred stockholders have 
agreed to exchange each share of 
their present holdings for 1% shares 
of a new preferred issue.

In some cases the 
dividends paid amounted to as much 


as 11 per cent. and the gross earn- 
in per cent. on the invested capi- 


Of the twenty-four industries. cited 
in the report, only two had losses, 
or at least were not able to pay divi- 
dends, namely, furniture factories 
and real estate companies. The rea- 
son for this, probably, lies in the fact 
that the — still have not money 
enough to indulge in luxuries and buy 
country seats and villas.

‘Organization Wants Its Views on 
Customs Levies to Be on Record, 
Says Statement. 


Several important’ problems of 
transportation willbe considered to- 
day at a meeting of the directors: of 
the National Council of American 
Importers and Traders, at the Hotel 
Astor. Thirty representatives of 
Tore than 1,000 large companies 
handling merchandise of a wide va- 
riety will attend the meeting. 

Tn a statement issued yesterday, 
the council expressed concern for 
the strike of truckers now in effect 
in this city, the possibility of tariff 
changes, and the degree to which 
the ‘‘drawback”’ provision of the 
tariff laws will be enforced. The 
Federal Government will take steps 
Sept. 17 to check the use of imported 
materials in goods manufactured ‘in 
this country and exported,’ with sub-: 
sequent return to the manufacturer 
of the tax collected on the materials 
at importation. This ‘‘drawback’’ 
enforcement is favored by mer- 
chants, it was said, but the council 
fears that injustices may be done if 
enforcement is carried too far. 

The opinion also was expressed 
that the coming session of Congress 
would bring about no change in the 
tariff situation, but the council ‘‘de- 
gires to be in a position to express 
its views intelligently in case the 
tariff is brought into the picture.” 

Merchants at this time feel ‘that 
the tariff situation is not perfect, 
but the middle-of-the-road’ policy is 
favored by the council as opposed to 
a drastic change. 

N. E. Franklin, President of the 


council, will preside at the meeting, 
which will follow lunch. 


SEES BETTER OUTLOOK 
FOR SHiPPING INDUSTRY 


Commerce Department Official 
Says State of Stability Is 
Slowly Approaching. 


Failure of Europe to return quickly 
to a state of normal prosperity has 
checked the development of shipping 
as a world industry, in the opinion 
of A. E. Sanderson of the’ Trans- 
portation Division of the Department 
of Commerce, and will halt its prog- 
ress for some time. In the current 
issue of The Shipping Digest, Mr. 
Sanderson. warns that a high degree 
of prosperity cannot be expected by 
shipping men, despite the improve- 
ment that has: been: made in the last 
year, and expresses the belief that a 
state of stability is aproaching, but 
that a long path must be. traveled 
before it is reached. 

“The present outlook for shipping 
appears to justify .a spirit of 
optimism,” he says. ‘‘Fundamentally 

e industry has made substantial 
oho, Agr toward stability. Oversea 

ade has increased steadily, if but 
slowly, in volume. Only a relatively 
small amount of tonnage remains to 
be absorbed into trade and if the 
cutput of tonnage is not inflated, a 
balance between ships and cargoes 
will soon be restored. 

“Shipping laid up throughout the 
werld continued to decrease during 


. the first half of 1927, apparently re- 


sponding in considerable degree to a 
normal growth in the volume of over- 
sea trade. An important contributory 
factor, however, was the widespread 
employment of shipping which arose
